Wiorch 2 2ieia 


Jury finds teen 
not guilty in swan 


shooting

A jury of six citizens took 
about 15 minutes to return a “not 
guilty” verdict last Friday in a 
case against a local teen accused 
of shooting two trumpeter swans 
last October. 
’ The birds were part of a six 
member family that has become 
very popular with Grayling resi- 
dents and visitors to the banks of 
the AuSable River near the 
Grayling City Park. One juve- 
nile swan or cygnet was found 
shot to death October 5, 2003 
and an adult female was found 
with an injured wing six days 
later on the riverbank. 

During the two-day trial, 
February 26 and 27, in 87th 
District Court before Judge John 


'G, Hunter, the frozen body of the 


cygnet was presented as evi- 
dence and testimony was given 
regarding other hunters being in 
the area when the swans were 
shot, 

The jury was unable to find 
19-year old Grayling resident 
Mathew Patrick Harwood guilty 
beyond a reasonable doubt and 


the.case was dismissed by Judge. 


Hunter, 

Harwood had been charged 
with one count of taking/pos- 
sessing/buying/selling and 
endangered species — a misde- 
meanor that could have landed 
the teen in jail for 90 days and 
fines up to $2,500. He pleaded 
innocent to the charge October 
21, 2003. 

Another teen, also charged in

the case with the same misde- 
meanor, will go to trial in 
Probate Court before Hunter on 
March 17, The name of that sus- 
pect will not be published due to 
age at the time of the incident. 

Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources Conservation 
Officer John Huspen said the 
surviving swan is doing well, but 
is unable to fly and will never be 
able to be released back into the 
wild. . 

The swan was initially treated 
by local veterinarian Dr. Troy 
Fairbanks DVM, of the Grayling 
Hospital for Animals, then 
received further treatment. and 
rehabilitation at Michigan State 
University’s School + of 
Veterinary Medicine. 


City agrees to pay 
more for streetscape 


» City council 
members support 
project, but wary 
of rising costs

The Grayling City Council 
voted 5-0 to approve the city’s 
contract with the Michigan 
Department of Transportation 
(MDOT) for the upcoming 
Streetscape project, and in doing 
so, committed the city to paying 
a higher amount than previously 
agreed, 

At last Monday’s regular 
council meeting, city council 
members discussed the 
streetscape contract and the 
increased price tag: from 
$225,000 to $406,000 for the 
city’s grant match. 

The streetscape project, which 
will bring about a variety of aes- 
thetic changes to the I-75 
Business Loop from the south 
end of town to M-72 East, will 
be funded through an MDOT 
enhancement grant (which 
includes state and federal money 
and local matching funds). 

Councilperson Kim McClain 
said she was “disappointed” and 


presented 


felt “blindsided” by the price 
increase, but was still in favor of 
the streetscape project. “No one 
has been more excited about the 
streetscape than Kim McClain,” 
she said. 

“I think it’s a good project, 
something Grayling needs,” said 
Mayor Joe Ferrigan. ° 

Councilman Dennis Palmer 
said, “I know (MDOT) is kind of 
holding our feet to the fire,” but 
the city could lose out on future 
grant money if it were to back 
out at this point. 

“My concern is that they’ll 
want more and more money and 
we’]] get nothing more for it,” 
Mayor Ferrigan said. 

Ferrigan asked City Manager 
Allen Lowe about the availabili- 
ty of money for the project. 
Lowe said there is money in the 
city’s income tax fund that can 
be used. 

Ultimately, the council voted 
5-0 to approve the contract as 
and have City 
Manager Lowe sign on behalf of 
the city. . 

According to Lowe, the 
Streetscape grant now includes 
approximately $931,000 
($406,250 from the city, $67,600 
from MDOT, and $438,050 in 
federal mney

A possible land deal involving 
the Crawford County Road 
Commission and an _ invest- 
ment/realty company, which 
would free up the property the 
Road Commission now occu- 
pies for a potential undisclosed 
business venture, now appears 
doubtful. 

On January 29, at a Road 
Commission Board regular 
meeting, the board voted 3-0 to 
make a proposal to the invest- 
ment/realty company: $10 mil- 
lion for the Road Commission’s 
property. The figure was based 
on estimates from the Road 
Commission's engineering firm, 
Northwest Design Group 
(NDG), NDG estimated it would 
cost around $8 million to relo- 
cate the Road Commission’s 
facilities, not including property 
purchase for a new site, legal 
expenses, and financing.

As a Habitual Offender, 
Jacobs faced up to 15 years in 
prison had he gone to trial and 
been found guilty of the mari- 
juana charge. 

Two of the suspects in the 
incident, Woodrow Anthony 
Brand and Dennis James 
Cavanaugh, pleaded guilty and 
were sentenced late last year on 
drug possession — charges. 
Cavanaugh has since violated 


his probation and was sent back - 
to jail for 45 days. 

The driver in the incident, Joe , 
Ronnie Jacobs (Raymond’s 
brother) was sentenced in 
December to two to four years 
in prison for felony fleeing from 
police. He also had prior drug 
convictions that qualifted his 
prison time for doubling under 
the state’s Habitual Offender 
law. 

Raymond Jacobs remains in 
jail awaiting sentencing on 
March {1 before Judge Dennis 
F. Murphy.

ELECTABILITY -- Much of the 
Democratic primary scason has turned 
on the slippery question of which candi- 
date can win in November.

I can win in November, he argues, 
because he has won in Iowa and New 
Hampshire and Michigan and on and on. 
Nobody else can win in November 
because they are not winning these pri- 


maries .... except one here or there. 

Former Gov. Howard Dean used the 
same logic in the early running. He 
could win in November, his fans argued, 
because he was leading in all the polls. 

Sure, Mr. Kerry seems invincible now. 
He wins almost everything in sight. Bul 
so far, only Democrats have been voting 
in primaries and caucuses, which are run 
by the Democratic party and are part of 
the party process for selecting a nomi- 
nee. 

In the general election in November, 
Republicans and Independents will be 
voting, too, and then Mr. Kerry or any 
other primary winners may not seem so 
invincible. Oh, sure. Non Democrats 
sneak into some of the party's primaries 
and caucuses, but mainly it's a partisan 
process. 

General elections are different. How 
John Kerry or any other candidate will 
fare in a general election cannot be mea- 
sured completely by primary and caucus 
results..... or by public polls, either.

Most smart money at this point is on 
joining the last major Democratic candi- 
dates standing on the same ticket, which 
seems like a plausible idea.

Edwards as vice president? Sens, Kerry 
and Edwards would make a strong tick- 
et. 

When the subject was broached at a 
recent debate, Sen. Edwards agreed. 

"I think an Edwards-Kerry ticket 
would be powerful," he said, and he did- 
n't appear to be joking, either. 

At least John Edwards has maintained 
a sense of balance, which will serve him 
well in his continuing political career.

impending evacuation during the 
historic Cedar fire last October. 
Fortunately, a shift in wind direc- 
tion saved the day for us 
although others were less fortu- 
nate. - 

At | a.m. on October 26, our 
daughter, Elizabeth, telephone to 
report a fire was raging on the 
eastern mountain ridge, less than 
a mile from their Country Estate 
home. I rushed over to calm the 
family and consider an evacua- 
tion plan. 

As we gathered important doc- 
uments and valuables, a deputy 
sheriff drove by ordering 
“Evacuate your homes now, the 
fire is heading this way!” 

We loaded Liz’s car with the 
children and valuables, and she 
followed me through heavy 
smoke to our Ramona home, 
located three miles west. Her 
husband, Scott, remained behind 
vowing to fight to save their 
home. But, within the hour, 
Scott was ordered to again evac- 
uate; he reluctantly complied. 

Because of nearby fire and 
smoke, Scott and I maintained an 
all-night vigil, noting there was a 
dark, red ridge of fire to the 
south, visible from our bay win- 
dow. It stretched the entire 
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By daylight on October 27, we 


-got.a reprieve when the wind 


direction went south. The next 
24 hours were touch and go. 
Then we observed our neighbor 
lady and sons were wetting down 
their roof and surrounding land, 
She yelled out, “Get ready to 
evacuate, ‘the winds have 
changed again!” 

Her husband is a professional 
fire fighter who was away saving 
our community. Telephone ser- 
vice at this ime was sporadic at 
best. But, we managed to e-mail 
our friends of possible evacua- 
lion, Our valuables were in the 
cars and we were ready to scram- 
ble. But then, those now high 


winds were heading away again. 


That night we visited a nearby 
bluff where we could see a ring 
of fires around Ramona. We 
could see the fire creeping up the 
southern side of Mt. Woodson. 
We heard moments earlier that 
Mt. Wilson, site of the famous 
observatory, was also ,being 
threatened as flames were jump- 
ing across Highway 79. At that 
time, all arteries leading out of 
Ramona were blocked. But then, 
conditions improved with a little 
help from rain and slowing winds 
and we felt safe at last. 

Alas, others were not so fortu- 
nate, Before it had run its course, 


the Cedar fire killed {4 people, . 


burned more than 337,000 acres 
and destroyed more than 2,200 


homes. At the same time, the 
Paradise and Otay fires were also

Many are asking why so many 
of Ramona’s aircraft were denied 
permission to fight the fire. Our 
airport is the regional air-attack 
base for the state Forestry and 
Fire Protection Department and 
the U.S. Forest Service since 
1958. It is perhaps the busiest 
fire-fighting attack base in the 
world. 

The February issue of Readers 
Digest magazine has a very mov- 
ing account of this terrible 
firestorm. By all means, do try 
and read the story. But in so 
doing, please note that Ramona 
is not mentioned. Perhaps some 
politics here? We’re not even on 
the map of the area. You be the 


judge. 


The Cedar fire began in the 
Cleveland National Forest near 
Ramona as a small fire allegedly 
started by a lot deer hunter in dis- 
tress. It is named for Cedar 
Creek Falls near where the fire 
started. 

Ramona is an unincorporated 
community with a population of 
around 16,000 and is situated 40 
miles northeast of downtown San 
Diego. Our. population may 
appear huge by Grayling stan- 
dards, but it’s spread out over 15 


Square miles, We're a typical 
_ small, western town with a main 
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street and U.S. Post Office, just 
like Grayling. Perhaps we have a 
few more antique stores and food 
markets — no WalMart yet. 

In conclusion, this was truly 
the fire from hell, Fortunately, 
Elizabeth’s home survived, but a 
dozen others there did not. This 
fire has drawn us closer together 
as a community, just as World 
War II did in all our towns and 
country, 

And, federal, state, and munic- 
ipal agencies have joined to form 
a more coherent response team. 
Importantly, if will now permit 
air assets of the military to be 
part of a joint fire-fighting effort 
and free up Ramona fire-fighting 
aircraft that were held back for 
political reasons. 

Final thought. How well is 
your community coordinated to 
respond to any huge fire threat, 
God forbid, from tri-state 
National Guard artillery or air 
bombardment in Crawford 
County?

When Fred Bear first started 
bowhunting in 1929, you could fit 
all of the bowhunters in Michigan 
into the same Model T. 

And it is largely through his pro- 
motional efforts that the number of 
bowhunters in America stand close 
to two million loday. 

Others have described him as a 
mid-century Henry Ford, a man he 
greatly admired during his carly 
days in Detroit, for his abitty to 
almost single-handedly build an 
entire industry. And one souree has 
stated that the Bear Archery Film 
Library is the single largest collec- 
tion of outdoor films ever produced 
on one subject. 

All these accolades are heady 
stuff, indeed, for a farm boy of mod- 
est means from the Mennonite coun- 


5, 1902 in Waynesboro, Bear spent a 
childhood highlighted with hunting 
and trapping near his home. 

Atage 21, he journeyed to Detroit 
where he found work as a pattern- 
maker at Packard Motor Car 
Company. In 1925, he maved over 
to Chrysler, and then later ran an 
advertising silk-screen plant for the 
automotive trade, 

One day in 1927, a chance visit to 
the Adams Theatre in Detroit 
changed the course of Bear’s life 
and ultimately ted to the creation of 
a new form of outdoor recreation for 
millions of people around the globe. 

Bear saw a film titled “Alaskan 
Adventures” depicting the bowhunt- 
ing exploits of a Californian by the 
name of Arthur Young. 

Young and his friends had learned

Ishi, the last primitive Indian in 
America, who was discovered in 
19t1. 

In 1916, the group often hunted 
together, thus passing along Ishi'’s 
ancient archery skills to the new 
Ainericas, 

“Alaskan Adventures” captivated 
Bear’s interest and in 1927 he final- 
ly met Young and Bear's tifelong 
bowhunting quest began in earnest. 

Bear and Young huddled together 
in Bear’s basenient workshop where 
ihe experienced archer taught the 
newcomer how to make bows 
arrows and handmade Irish linen 
bowstrings. They roved the fields 
near Detroit while Young helped 
Bear hone his archery skills. 

In $933, during the height of the 
Great Depression, Bear and friend, 
Charles Piper, pooled their 
resources of $600 and established 
the Bear Products Company tn a 
small rented garage on Tireman 
Avenue in Detroit. 

Call it hereditary, but Bear was 
destined to create something good, 
something useful. After all, his 
great uncle, Daniel Drawbaugh, was 
considered by many to have been 
the original inventor of the tele- 
sus However, ae 


Graham Bell won the honor when 
the Supreme Court decided the mat- 
ler by just one vote following a 
lengthy court battle — with 
Drawbaugh. 

Off in one corner of the rented 
garage, Bear worked diligently, 
handcrafting archery equipment for 
his growing circle of friends. They 
appreciated Bear's fine craftsman- 
ship from his training in the ancient 
art of the archer bowyer. 

By 1939, the Young and Bear 
expanded operations to the point 
when a third nove to larger quarters 
was necessary. However, the pair 
dissolved the partnership. 

Desirous of being closer to his 
favorite bowhunting and fly-fishing 
territory in northern lower 
Michigan, Bear moved his archery 
plant to the small town of Grayling, 
in 1947, 

Grayling was ideally suited for a 
hunting-oriented company being sit- 
uated between the AuSable State 
Forest and the Huron National 
Forest. It was a gentle community 
setting that matched Bear’s person- 


ality and that of most archers and 


bowhunters. 
The Fred Bear Museum was built 


in. nee in an area pramed Bene 


try of Pennsylvania. Born on March 


many of the bowhunting skills — 


successful rabbit hunt. 


Mountain, in his honor (now 
Hanson Hills Recreation Area) near 
the city of Grayling, and housed 
Bear’s collection of bowhunting 
artifacts, trophies and memorabilia. 

Between 1966 and 1980 more 
than 100,000 people a year visited 
the Fred Bear Museum. 

In 1978 the archery manufactur- 
ing operation was relocated to 
Gainesville, Florida and Bear’s 
museum, featuring mementos of his 
many hunting expeditions, opened 
in Gainesville in 1984, 

Fred Bear passed away on April 
27, 1988, at age 86. The Fred Bear

since been sold and closed, but his 
legendary hunts and equipment 
designs will live on as new archers 
and bowhunters emerge from each 
generation. 

Each new enthusiast will learn to 
tove the powerful bow in their hands 
and the whisper of an arrow as it 
effortlessly penetrates the crisp 
woodland air,
